Half an hour later a forest of maste had sprung 


up, apparently from the uea, and a most impressive scene was pre-

This meat will be 
sent In boxes marked distinctly 'hors< 
meat," and each shipment l» to be eare^ 
fully Inspected und accompanied by a 
certificate that it is pure horse ment 
and in a wholesome condition." • 


Mr. Du Bols comments on this state- 


ment as follows: 


"I cannot find any towu-by the ntimc 


o( Kearney in the state o{ New York, 
and the item looks like one of the kind 
that the European, journals, jealous of 
American trade, take pleasure in cir- 
culating. 


"But whether there is truth in tblt 


report or not, there Is certainly a de- 
mand for good, wholesome horse meat 
In some of the markets of Europe. In 
many of the towns are to be found well- 
stocked markets, where nothinff but 
horse ment is sold — Xresh, halted 
smoked and in sausage form.

the United States navy ever possessed 
On the 1st of June, 1813, 


Bravo Broke ho drew his sword, 
And ho cried: "Now, ladn, we'll board, 


And we'll atop this playing Yankee Doodli 


Dandy, Oh!" 


On board II. M. 3. Shannon he tough 


thnt famous duel with the Chesapeaki 
which resulted in a victory for tho Eng- 
lish and the clcnth of Co.pt. Lawrence, 
one of th« bravest siilors his navy evet 
hnd, and not unworthy of the title oi 
"the American Nelson." His lleutciif 
ant, IJudlow, died soon afterward, and 
the decks of the Chesapeake were like 
a slaughter house when uhe reached 
Halifax in tow of her captor, with the 
body of Lawrence beneath the folds at 
tbe Stars and Stripes. 
Curiously 


enough, her name was changed to the 
St. Lawrence when &he was brought to 
England in IBID; but live yeara later she 
followed her foe, the Chesapeake, to the 
Bhipbreaicers. She had cost the Ameri- 
can' government $300,000 to build. Her 
purchaicr bought her lor $2,500, and 
made large profits by selling h«r tim- 
bers to hoiue builders in Portsmouth. 
But by far the greater portion of them 
were worked into u. flour mill at Wick- 
hum, a village in the Mcon valley, in 
Hampshire, where her decks remain 
practically unaltered as the floors of 
the mill, while nil the beams and joista 
are constructed of her timbers. The 
brick walls were built around them in 
1820; but oven now the bullets remain 
embedded in thu wood.and dark patches 
of dtep bluod btuins can still be feeon 
where .sj mnny American and English 
teamen died upon the decks. 
A de- 


scendant of this Capt. Lawrence is the 
Miss Huth Lawrence, of New York, 
whohe graceful and poirlotio verses on 
the old days of Washington and of the 
civil war have lately attained so much 
success and popularity.—St. James' Ga- 
zette.

Curious little faiii are made from the 


pectoral ilnt, of the fish know as the sen 
robin. The sea robin is not a very large 
flsh, but its pectoral flna are largo In 
proportion to its fcize, aud in nature they 
suggest Itina from, the manner ill which 
the fish opens and closes them. The 
pectoral fins of the binuller e«a robin 
uro marked with brown, tho.se of the 
Inrpcr fishes with maioon, beautifully 
blinded. 
The fine have many rays or 


ribs. In making1 n fan the fin is ilrst 
stretched out, on a board to dry; n largo 
tin will make tt fan about/ six inches in 
breadth. The rajs spread out in it, as 
the split bamboo ttrips do in a Japa- 
nese fan, except that the rays nrc taper- 
Ing, and they are much slenderer and 
more delicate. When the fin is dry it is 
Dicmnted as a fan, nnd when, it has been 
thus completed it is dipped_jn varnish 
The varnish not only brln'gs out the 
colors, but it sems also as u preserva- 
tive. Thus treated, the fan will last for 
fears.—W. Y. Sun.
